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1, On 3 November 1950, a Soviet tank range was observed near Jerischke, 
about 13 km north-northeast of Weisswasser (0 52/A 7). Two wooden 
barracks buildings were located at the southwest corner of the range. 
According to a local resident, the barracks were poorly furnished and 
were each occupied by 35 to 0 soldiers. Timber was trucked to the 
place, allegedly for the construction of more wooden barracks. + 


2. Between 15 and 17 November, it was observed that the highway leading from 
weisswasser to Bautzen via Nochten and Boxberg was in good condition. The 
entrance to the main camp was about 3 km east of Nochten, The road to the 
camo had an asphalt surface and was in good condition. A board fence, % 
meters high and about 1 km long, ran along the camp in a southerly direction. 
About 1 kn west of Nochten, there was another camp of wooden barracks buil- 
dincs. About 200 meters before the camp entrance, the approach road, which 
is hardly usable in bad weather, was blocked by a barrier. According to forest 
workers, both camps were occupied by only a guard unit of ’ 
about two companies. The whole camp area looked deserted, and only a few 
soldiers were seen. The population of Nychten expected that troops would
